In a recent article I discussed 
the method of card valuation in 
the New Oficial System. In this. 
article I sill discuss opening bids 
of onc in sult or no trump. : 

The requirements for an opening 
suit bid of one are governed. by 
two factors: : 

{a} Position of the bidder. 

(b) The number of cards con- 
tained in the bid ‘sult. : 

The requirements for opening 
a five-card suit bid of one, first 
or-second hand, are 2 minimum: of 

(a) Two and one-half (234) 
high-card tricks in the hand. 

(b) Four (4) prebable tricks 
in the hand. : 

(c) A minimum of one-half 

| CA) high-card trick In the bid 
suit. 

‘Freak hands occur occasionally 
with which a suit bid should be 
made without one-half (44) high- 
eard trick, and these hands al- 
ways contain heavy side strength. 
{ The requirements for an open- 
ving four-card suit bid of one, 
dealer or second hand, are iden- 
tical with the above requirements 
except that a four-card suit bid 
-must contain a minimum of one 
and one-half (1%) high-card 
| tricks in the suit named. With

' CHINESE DOCTOR'sUPPORTS | 
ITS RETENTION 


Supporting the Chinese com- 
mercial associations’ recommen- 
dation for the retention of the 
rider main system In Hongkong, 
Dr. L. 3. Shin has written to the 
Hon. Mr. -R. H, Kotewall express- 
ink sentiments against tho nboll- 
tion of the rider main system. 


In part, Dr.'L. S. Shin’s Ictter 
says that If the Government de- 
sires to save water by introducing 
universal materage, such effort 
may turn out to be a failure be- 
cause water ‘rates ‘will naturally 
be paid by the owner of the 
houses, a fact which may be taken 
advantage of by occupants in the 
tenement houses, Unless a meter 
is inatalled In each floor it is dif- 
ficult to show the amount of water 
consumed by occupants in differ- 
ent floors. 


The letter suggests “ that, the 
enormous sum assigtied by the 
Government for tho Installation ‘of 
the thousands of .water meters 
should be used for the construc- 
tion of new reservoirs. 


It is only a presumption, he 
says, to suggest that the residents 
in the rider main districts are un-

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WATER PROBLEMS 


Although the Legislative Coun- 
cil) stands adjourned for the 
purpose of enabling the Unofficial 
members to decide their attitude 
on the abolition of the rider main 
system, it is perfectly plain that 
the Government intends having its 
way. Tt can, in fact, be said that 
the rider main system has already 
been partially demobilised, despite 
the fact that the Government gave 
a definite, pledge that no steps 
would be taken in the matter until 
an opportunity had been given for 
nu debate on the subject in the 
Legislative Council. Moreover, it 
is obvious from the speech of the 
Colonial Seeretary Jast Thursday 
that the Government had Jong 
sinee decided on the abolition of 
the system nnd its substitution by 
universat. meterage, no matter 
what the Unofiicial viewpoint 
might have tbeen. These may ap- 
pear rather sweeping statements, 
but they are borne out by the facts 
disclosed by Mr. Hallifax. 

Let us look back at what has 
happened during the past few 
years, In consequence of 
periodical hints of the Govern- 
Ment’s attitude, an assurance was 
siven by Sir Cecil Clementi in 
1929 that the system would not be 
abolished without an opportunity 
being given for a public discussion 
on the subject, but we have if on 
the word of the Colonial Secretary 
that “even then, however, the con- 
clusion was foregone.” So we 
eventually reach a stage at which 
“the Government in 1932 definitely 
neeepted the principle of the 
abolition of rider mains and the 
substitution of universal meter- 
age”’ Precisely. when and by 
whom this‘decision was made is 
not disclosed: the only explana- 
tion we have is that Sir Cecil Cle- 
menti’s promise was “overlooked,” 


1 that “the Government was at fault 


in this matter,” and that *“an 
apology from the Government is 
called for.” The public, however, 
is hardly likely to accept these 
statements ns a reasonable expla- 
nation of the developments. It is, 
in fact, difficult to see how such 
a definite change of policy, involv- 
ing the scrapping of a systom 
which had beon in opération for 
over n quarter of a century, could 
have beon made without someone 


decided’to go on with the change, 
the authorities pracced to instal 
metors by interposing them on 
house: connexions from the rider 
mains in certain places, with the 
‘result that It is no longer possible 
to. bring the sections concerned 
into use on the rider main. princl- 
ple, rider main connexions to un- 
metered houses having been re- 
moved.~ Well over two thousand 
houses have been disconnected in 
this way. . It will thus be seen that 
the Government has, as we re- 
marked in oponing, already par- 
tially abolished the system. Yot 
in spite of this fact, and in spite 
also of the intimation that, had the 
matter been debated, the result 
would have been a foregone con- 
clusion, the Government now 
comes forward with a motion ask- 
ing the Council to express its 
views on the desirability of making 
the change! Which merely serves 
to show how farcical the Crown 
Colony system of government can 
become. We shall be. much sur- 
prised if there is not a strong 
Unoflicial protest at the Govorn- 
ment’s action on this matter when 
the subject again E 
the Council. The authorities 
must be plainly told that they 
cannot “overlook” official promises 
and ignore the Unofiicial viewpoint 


in the manner in which they have’. 


done in this case. 

On the general .question of the 
rider-main-syatam,itaveuld—upp 
that the Government's conception 
of its abolition in principle amounts 
to a retention of the mains and 
their use as subsidiary units—that 
is, ff the method of. fixing meters 
to these mains is to be continued. 
Regarding universal meterage, it 
should be pointed out that the use 
of meters is of itself no guardntee 
that water will not be wasted. It 
might be if there were no free 
allowance and if ench household 
had a meter. The Government 
admits that it is unable to instal 
meters in each floor of tenement 
houses. Thus the only way in 
which consumption per household 
ean be checked will be for the 
owner to instal separnte meters to 
determine the distribution of the 
supply. Then, we. presume, the 
landlord would attempt to make & 
levy for excess consumption in 
nccordance with the facts said to 
be disclosed. by the meter readings. 


Such a method would involve end-- 


less squabbles, to say nothing of 
the opportunity it would place in 
the hands of unscrupulous 
houseowners for indulging in 
“squeeze” at the expense of his 
tenants. That point aside, we see 


ro call for the general adoption of 


a system which smacks of selling 
water on a commercial basis and 
which, in any case, would permit 
people to waste as much as they 
like provided they were willing to 
pay forit. It should be the Govern- 
ment’s business to provide a direct 
supply to all houses, and to be 
content with the levying of a water 
rate. 


Manchurin’s Future. 


Chinese claims of “Volunteer” 
successes in Manchuria have yet to 
be tested. Nevertheless, the con- 
stant guerilln campaign is plainly 
damaging to all Japan’s schemes 
and she is beginning to renliae the 
sérious faults in the type of high- 
pressure salesmanship — which 
knocks at a neighbour's door with 
goods in one hand and a gun in 
the other. It seems unlikely, how- 
ever, that there will be any carly 
or complete "yeversal of recent 
policy. . The Manchurian pro- 
gramme apparently still, holds 
popular support, now that the 
army has committed the nation to 
vigorous methods. For this very 
reason, the Powers have got to 
decide what they are going to do 
ubout Manchuria. Is tho rest of 
the world going ‘es recognise the 
new puppet state! of Manchukuo 
nnd concedo Japan tho special 
privileges involved, or is it going 
to insist on a rigid observance of 
the Nine Powor pact and bar any 
infringement upon China's terri- 
torial and administrative _ inte- 
urity?

The United States and 
the Leagne Assembly have told 
Japan that they will not recognise 
any treaty or situation brought

!measures. That’ probably means 
they will be called into consulta- 
tion before any Sino-Japanese 
settlement is reached.: So far they 
have taken merely negative action. 
That is useful for the present.

The plan for an Economie Sub-

A murderous attack on a man 
,named Wong Hau tn Kowloon City 
on tho ovening of July 10, had a 
soquel at, tho Kowloon Magistracy 
before Mr. Fraser yesterday aftor- 
noon when two men, Yip Kau and 
Lul Kwai, were charged with 
wounding Wong Hau with intent 

murder him, -and maliciously 
wounding him. : 

Prosccuting, Detective-Inspec- 
tor Shannon sald the victim of the 
attack lived In Argyle Street, but 
carried on a pig-breeding busi- 
ness with his wife and mother-in- 

aw in Kowloon City. It was cus- 
tomary for him to go out every 
morning nbout'9:45 or’10, and his 
wife followed. him a little later, 
They would then work until éven- 
ing and return home, 

_ On July 10, they finished work 
in the evening and walked home. 
Wong Hau was first, with his wife 
somewhere jn the rear. When 
they got near the Chinese Chris- 
tian cemetery, two ‘men set on him 
after passing a nullah, hitting him 
On the head from behind with 
what he alleged to be an iron bar. 
Ife was struck twice and fell to 
the ground, and while he was 
lying down, they stabbed him avith 
a knife, : 

His wife had by this time run 
away. Left to himself, he called 
out for help, but his assaflants 
continued to stab him, 


Other People Attracted.’ 


Attracted by his shouts, 2 stone 
mason working in the cemetery 
und the care-taker’s son came 
rushing out of the cemetery, and 
the two men ran awuy. 

Although wounded seriously, 
Wong Hau managed to get up and 
Stigyered to the house of Mr. F. 
Mowfung, where he received first 
aid before being sent to hospital. 
He made a good recovery and was 
discharged from - hospital on 
August 3. 

Inquiries mude by the Police led 
lo the arrest of the first defen- 
dant in No. 36 Sapo Village, Kow- 
loon City, on July 11. A man 
took Inspector Shannon to this 
house, where the first defendant 
was found, - 

In consequence of a statement 
made by this defendant, Detec- 
tive-Sergeant Meadows went to 
the hillside where the attack took 
place and found a knife, which, it 
was alleged, was used by the as- 
Sailants. E 

Nothing was heard, of the 
second defendant until August 3, 
when a Chinese. detective’ from 
Shaukiwan received certain in: 
formation and as a result he went 
to Kowloon City and found the 
second defendant sleeping out- 


side a house in Sung Yee Street. / 


The detective woke him and ar- 
rested him. ; 

Inspector Shannon 
that at present there was little 
evidence aogainst the second de- 
fendant, but he had not completed 
his inquiries. - :

MR. C.D. LAMBERT AT 
ROTARY CLUB 


A most instructive address on 
motoring mattors was “given at 
yesterday’s mecting of the Hong- 
kong Rotary Club by Rotarian 
C. D, Lambert, Chief Mechanical 
Engineer of the Kowloon-Canton 
Railway. | The discourse was cn- 
titled “Why Did It Happen?” and 
dealt with numerous aspects of 
motoring trouble. 

Mr: Lambert's address, which 
evoked loud applause, drew forth 
several questions at its con- 
clusion. Rotarian A. L, Shields 
asked for advico concerning car- 
bonisation in cylinders, remarking 
that in the United States they put 
a spoonful of kerosene into each 
cylinder while the engine was hot. 
On starting up next morning large 
masses of carbon were blown 
through the exhaust. 

Mr. Lambert, in roplying, said 
that undoubtedly the kerosene 
helped in getting the carbon away, 
but it had one bad effect in that it 
washed the oi] from the cylinder 
walls, and he did not, on that ac- 
count, advise its use. Carbon 
was largely burnt oi], and much of 
it was due to over-lubrication. 


-| Native drivers liked to keep the 


oil up to top level by constantly 
adding a little fresh oil to the old 
oil. His own method was to Iet 
the of] fall to half way down the 
indicattor, and then empty the oil 


Jout and flush the system and fill 


up with fresh oil, By doing this 
drivers would not have nearly 80 
much carbon, 

Rotarian Shiclds also suggested 
that the Automobile Association 
have Mr. Lambert's lecture trans- 
lated into Chinese so that it could 
be given to the chauffeurs to paste 
into their hats. (Applause). 

Rotarian T. S. Morrison asked 
a question concerning dirt ‘in 
petrol. 

Mr. Lambert advised all drivors 
to carry a funnel with strainer 
and to insist upon this being used 
at the petrol station. A good deal 
of dirt came from corrosion in 
petrol tanks. 

In reply to the next question, 
from Rotarian D. 8S. Hill, 
who wanted to. know. whe- 
ther Wakeficld’s Castrol was 
of benefit to engines, Mr. Lam- 
bert. said that undoubtedly with 
new engincs upper cylinder 
lubrication was of considerablo 
help in running-in a car, short- 
ening the “careful driving” period 
by a third, Wakefield's or any 


other of theso upper cylinder 
lubricants those in with the rebel 
end came ‘through the jets, 
lubricating the. upper walls and 
valve stems, which: ordinarily no 
oll or very little, reached. He 
did not, however, sce any benefit 
from upper cylinder lubrication 
of cars that had been long in use. 

Concluding, Mr—Lambert said 
that he would like to give mem- 
bers a -demonstration of the 
subject. It was impossible to 
cover it properly. in twenty 
minutes. If he could have an- 
other twenty minutes on another 
day, he would take his apparatus 
along and give a practical demon- 
stration (Applause). 

Suggestion to Automobile Assn. 

The President, the- Hon. Mr. 8. 
W. Tso, considered the suggestion 
by Rotarian Shiclds, a most excel- 
lont one, and’ ho hoped that tho 
Automobile Association would 
accept it. He did not know any- 
one representing the Autorfobile 
Assoctation at tho tiffin, and sug- 
gested that tho newspapers . give 
prominenco to the suggestion. 

“T think that it is the duty of 
the Automobile Association to un- 
dertake the task of translating 
the speech into.Chinese, and to let 
thelr members, many of whom are 
Chinese, have the benefit of the 
very interesting lecture given by 
Rotarian Lambert to-day,” he 


sald. 

In thanking Mr. Lambert, for 
his address, Rotarian H. Hong 
Sling said that, in view of the 
tremendous interest evinced in the 
paper, he felt that it was futile 
for him to make many remarks in 
expressing thanks. 

“Rotarian Lambert has uncover- 
ed all the mysteries of the trade, 
and I expect that both he and a 
score of others will feel o depres- 
sion in their business now that we 
have learnt all the tricks of the 
trade,” he said. “The. thorough- 
ness of his- paper should result in 
a saving to members of the Rotary 
Club in their repair _ bills. 
Rotarian Powell will probably sug- 
gest that we donnte the savings 
to his Committee. I have much 
pleasure in thanking Rotarian 
Lambert for his very fine paper.’’

" CHINESE DOCTOR SUPPORTS 
ITS RETENTION 


- Supporting the Chinese ‘com- 
morcinl associations’ recommen- 
dation for the retention of the 
rider main syatom in Hongkong, 
Dr. L. S. Shin hag written to the 
Hon. Mr. R. H, Kotewall express- 
ing sentiments against the aboli- 
tion of the rider main system. 


In ‘part, Dr. L. S. Shin’s letter 
suys that If the Government de- 
sires to save water by introducing 
universal meterage, suci! effort 
may turn out to be a failure be- 
cause water rates will naturally 
be paid by the owner of the 
houses, & fact which may be taken 
advantage of by occupants ‘in the 
tenement houses. Unless a meter 
is installed in each floor.it is dif- 
fleult to show the amount of water 
consumed by occupants in differ- 
ent floors, : 


The letter sugvests that, the 
enormous sum assigned by the 
Government for the installation of 
the thousands of water meters 
should be used for the construc- 
tion of new reservoirs. 


It Is only a presumption, he 
says, to suggest thut the residents 
in the rider main districts are un- 
willing to pay for the repair of 
the rider main pipes, because they 
have not been given an oppor- 
tunity to consider: such an step, 
and Dr. Shin believes that the re- 
sidents would be willing to pay 
for the main’s repair. 


The comparison between Hong- 
kong and Kowloon is an equally 
weak argument, he says, because 
if the officials think that it is un- 
fair to afford inferior treatmerit 
in the supply of water .te the 
Kowloon residents why not install 
the rider main system in Kowloon 
to make Kowloon equal to Iong- 
kong? 

The letter refers to the danger 
of a heavy burden to the poor 
residents in the tenement .houses, 
where the:nmount of water con- 
sumed is usually great because of 
the proportional number of in- 
mates. If the inmates find it im- 
possible for .them to pay the 
water rates the result may be a 
dangerous situation from the 
health point of view.

WATER PROBLEMS 


Although the Legislative Coun- 
cil stands adjourned for the 
purpose of enabling the Unofficial 


members to decide their attitude’ 


on the abolition of the rider main 
system, it is perfectly plain that 
the Government intends having its 
way, It can, in fact, be said that 
the rider main system has already 
been partially demobilised, despite 
the fact that the Government gave 
a definite pledge that no steps 
would be taken in the matter until 
an opportunity had been given for 
au debate on the subject in the 
Legislative Council. Moreover, it 
is obvious from the speech of the 
Colonin] Secretary last Thursday 
that the Government had long 
since decided on the abolition of 
the system .and its substitution by 
universal meterage, no. ‘matter 
What the Unoflicial viewpoint 
might have been, These “May ap- 
Pear rather sweeping: statements, 
but they are borne out by the, facts 
disclosed by Mr. Hallifax. 

Let us look back at what -has 
happened’ during the past few 
years, In consequence of 
periodical hints of the Govern- 
ment’s attitude, an assurance was’ 
given by Sir Cecil Clementi in 
1929 that the system would not be 
tbolished without an opportunity 
being given for a public discussion 
on the subject, but we have it on 
the word of the Colonial Sceretary 
that “even then, however, the con- 
clusion was foregone.” So we 
eventually reach an stage at which 
“the Government in 1932 definitely 
accepted the principle of the 
abolition of rider mains and the 
substitution of universal meter- 
age.” Precisely when and by 
whom .this decision was made ia 
not disclosed: the only explana- 
tion we have is that Sir Cecil Cle- 
menti’s promise was “overlooked,” 
that “the Government was at fault 
in this matter,” and that “an 
apology from the Government. is 
called for.” The public, however, 
is hardly likely to accept these 
statements as a reasonable expla- 
nation of the developments. It is, 
in fact; dificult to sec how such 
a definite change of policy, involv- 
ing the scrapping . of a system 
which had beon in operation for 
over n quartor of a century, could 
havo boen mado without someone 
rememboring the promlas made by 
Sir Cecil Clementi. But this is 


: pot tho ond of the-story. Having 
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decided to go on with the change, 
the authorities procecd to. instal 
meters by Interposing them on 
house connexions from the rider 
mains in certain places, with the 
result that it is no longer possible 
to bring the sections concerned 
into use.on the rider main princi- 
ple, rlder.main connexions to un- 
metered houses having been re- 
moved.’ Well’ over two thousand 
}houses have been disconnected in 
thia way. It will thus be seen that 
tho Government -has, as we re- 
marked in opening, alrendy par- 
tially abolished the system. Yet 
in spite of this fact, and in spite 
also’ of the intimation that, had the 
matter been debated, the result 
would have been a foregone con- 
clusion, the Government now 
comes forward with a motion ask- 


ing the Council -to’ express its’ 


views on the desirability of making 
the change! Which merely serves 
to show how farcical the Crown 
Colony system of government can 
become. We shall be much sur- 
prised if there is not 2 strong 
Unoflicial protest at the Govorn- 
ment’s action on this matter when 
the subjeet again comes before 
the Council. The authorities 
must be plainly , told that they 
cannot “overlook” official promises 
and ignore the Unofficial viewpoint 
in the manner in which they have 
done in this case.

MANCHURIA AS ‘A 
BUFFER STATE | 


JAPAN’S COMEDY. 


* Shanghai, Aug. 9, 

Interviewed by Reuter, Mr. T. 
V. Soong expressed surprise at 
cabled reports that the position of 
Manchukuo as a buffer state be- 
tween China and Japan fs being 
discussed with keen interest in 
London. Mr. Soong said: “Tho 
straits between Japan and the 
mainiand of Asia_are many times 
wider thon the channel which 
kept British shores intiolate for 
centuries, and yet Japan found it 
necessary to swallow Korea. 

“The process of swallowing the 
neighbouring territory continues 
with the seizure of Manchuria, 
and even now Japan is poised for 
a descent on the vast, province of 
Jehol, which is the guteway ‘to 
Peking. - 


“It was a British Statesman 
who said there are no limits 
to the theory of geographical 
propinquity.” 


Comic Opera. 


“That the idea of a buffer state 
in Manchuria is ‘so readily ac- 
cepted by the Tokyo  correspon- 
dent of The Timcs moves one to 
‘astonishment, as by now the 
merest child-could understand 
the Gilbert and Sullivan nature 
of the independent state that 
Manchukuo is. 

“Pu Yi, the so called Chief 
Executive, indeed is fittingly 
named after the immortal ‘Pooh 
Bah and The Times  correspon- 
dent’s opinion that a remedy had 
to be found for disregard of 
Japan's rights in Manchuria could 
well be set to the comic strains 
of punishment befitting the crime, 

“One wonders if a section ‘of

“It'is but natural that passions 
should be aroused in. the dif- 
ferences of opinion, existing in 
the despoiled state of China, not 
only as regards policy but as re- 
gards the methods, the technique 
and the tempo employed to re- 
sist further aggression.—Rexter.

“I have never played the role 
of prophet, but I am genuinely 
hopeful that the present internal 
crisis will be satisfactorily solved 
and that out of it will come the 
crystallisation of the national 
will that further seizures of ter- 
ritory will be resisted with the 
resources of the united nation at 
all costs. . 

“Goodness knows, we've been 
patient engugh, under the utmost 
provocation, but acceptance of 
the -pious admonitions of Euro- 
peuns and their chancelleries to 
‘refrain from aggravation’ has 
only resulted in our losing vast 
territories without the firing of a 
single shot, ;

“TANGLED POLITICS *'

CATHOLIC CENTRE PARTY 
HOLDS KEY 


. Berlin, Aug, 9. 
The political situation is still 
-hopclessly tangled and party hag- 
gling continues, but it may be 
taken for granted that Herr von 
Papen and Gencral-von Schleicher 
will be in the Government which 
presents itself to the Reichstag on 
August 30. ; 

The key to the situation remaing 
in the Catholic Centre Party, 
headed by the ox-Chancellor, Dr. 
Bruening. This party will only 
tolerate the participation of the 
Nazis. on ‘conditions which will 
prevent tho latter's Ministers run- 
ning wild, The Centro Party will 
immediately overthrow the Gov- 
ernment if it attempts any experi~ 
ments to which it objects. 

-The Nazis will probably be of- 
fered a couple of minor Govern- 
ment posts with a promise of 
something more important later.— 
Reuter, 


Ruthless Measures. 


Berlin, Aug. 9. 

The “ruthless measures” fore- 
shadowed by Herr von Papen to 
terminate the -reign of terror are 
likely to be embodied in a decree 
by President Hindenburg, inflict- 
ing the death ‘penalty for such 
offences as high treason, arson, the 
use of explosives, damaging rail- 
ways and armed opposition to 
State authorities. 

Anyone possessing arms during 
disorders in which life is lost may 
also be shot, irrespective of 
whether they are guilty of murder. 

There will be no appeal from 
the verdicts ‘of the special courts 
which will be set up. 

In the meantime, various~ out- 
rages, such as ‘bomb throwing and 
shooting are reported from -all 
iparts.—Reuter. 


Nazi Terrorism. 


Berlin, Aug. 9. 

Further outbreaks of lawlessness 
are reported to-day. 

At .Allenstein ua bomb was 
thrown from a motor car. at the 
house of a leading Communist, 
while at ‘Heidelburg incendiary 
bombs were thrown at’ Jews. 
There were no injuries in either 
case. : . 

At Nimttsch a hand grenade was 
thrown at the house of a leading 
socialist, smashing the windows, 

. None of the perpetrators of these 
outrages has been arrested, but the 
Governor of Breslau has offered a 
reward of a thousand marks for 
their apprehension.—Acuter.

DIESEL ELECTRIC TO 
REPLACE STEAM 


With the purposo in view of im- 
proving the present services between 
Hongkong and: Kowloon, the “Star” 
Ferry Company have placed a con- 
tract with the South China Motor- 
ap Building and Repairing Works, 
Ltd., (Messrs Brandt and Co., General 
Managers), for the construction of 1 
new and distinctly modern ferry 
boat. . ‘ 

The new vessel, which will in all 
probability be only the first of a class 
which will, if satisfuctory, replace the 
other steam ferries, will be built 
along the same lines as the present 
bonts both as to size and nccommoda- 
tion, as well as to specd, the main 
difference being in its engines, which 
will be of the type manufactured by 
the Premier Gas Engino Company, 
Ltd., (Crosley Bros.) England. 

his type of engine is specially 
adapted for the purpose to which it 
is to be put, and will permit of direct 
contro] from tho -bridge. Differing 
from the present type, it will be 
coupled with electric generators at 
each end of the boat which will form 
the actual driving power, only one 
generator operating at one time, and 
not both aa at present. The boat will 
be provided with simplex balanced 
rudders, :

Shanghai, Aug. 9. 
Following the failure of the 
niembers of Cabinet to induce Mr, 
Wang Ching-wei to withdraw his 
resignation, the entire cabinet 
resigned this afternoon and sent 
ajoint telegram to the Government 


and Nanking, announcing its re-° 


signiation, : : 

The members of the Cabinet 
at Nanking joined those at present 
in Shanghal, in this action. 

Mr. T. V. Soong, interviewed by 
Reuter this evening, declared that 
Wang Ching-wei’s post of Pre- 
sident of the Executive Yuan was 
similar to that of a Prime-Minister 
in other countries, ‘hence his re- 
signation must be followed by the 
wholesale resignation of the 
Cabinet. This was the practice 
in all countries and was nothing 
at which to be alarmed. ~ 

Until a new Cabinet was formed, 
the resigning Ministers would 
carry on their duties as usual, - 

A Government spokesman simi- 
larly declared the action of the 
Ministers was a moro.“formality.” 
—Renter.

Although wounded seriously, 
Wong Hau managed to get up and 
staggered to the house of Mr. I, 
Mowfung, where he received first 
aid before being sent to hospital.

He was aware 
that Mr. Wang Ching-wei could 
not sympathise with the passive 
policy of the northern military 
lenders in regard to Manchuria, 
but he was sure that no effort 
would be spared to urge Mr. 
Wang to remain in office and to 
harmonise his national policy 
with the measures to be taken in 
Northern China,—Reuter.
